G.S.U, 509. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed by the appointing authority in the cage of candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes/Tribes and other special categories in accor- 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time, 


5. Disqualifications. — No person; 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 

spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to the post: 

'Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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6 . Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the U.P.S.C. relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts.

G.S.R. 510. — In pursuance of the provisions of rule 46 of the Fundamental 
Rules, the President is pleased to make the following further amendment to the 
Supplementary Rules issued with the Government of India Finance Department 
letter No. 104-CSR, dated 4th February, 1922, namely: — 

In Part VIII of the said Rules the following shall be added: — 

“Division XXVI-AA” 

Port Health Organisation, Kandla (Allotment of Residential Quarters) Roles, 1971 
Short title and Commencement — S.R. 317-AA-l.— (1) The rules in this Division 
may be called the Port Health Organisation, Kandla (Allotment of Reseldential 
Quarters) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 1st April, 1971. 

Definitions.— 317- A A-2 — In these rules unless the context otherwise requires: — 

(a) ‘allotment’ means the grant of a licence to occupy a residence in accord- 

ance with the provisions of these rules; 

(b) 'allotment year’ means the year beginning on 1st January or such other 

period as may be notified by the Government; 

(c) ‘eligible officer’ means a member of the staff of the Port Health Orga- 

nisation, Kandla who has been declared by the Port Health Organisa- 
tion, Kandla, as eligible for accommodation under these rules. 

(d) ‘emoluments’ means the emoluments as defined in Fundamental Rules 

46-C, but excluding the compensatory allowances; 

Explanation, — In case of an officer who is under suspension, the emolumsnts 
drawn by him on the first day of the allotment year in which he is placed under 
suspension, or If he is placed under suspension on the first day of the allotment 
year, the emoluments drawn by him immediately before that date shall be taken 
as emoluments: 

(e) ‘family’ means the wife or husband, as the case may be, and children, 

step-children, legally adopted children, parents, brothers or sisters 
as ordinarily reside with and are dependent on the officer; 

(f) ‘Government’ means the Central Government unless the context other- 

wise requires; 

(g) ‘priority date’ of an officer in relation to a type of residence to which 

he is eligible means the earliest date from which he has been con- 
tinuously drawing emoluments relevant to a particular type or a 
higher type in a post under the Central Government or State Govern- 
ment or on foreign Service, except for periods of leave. 

Provided that, in respect of a type I, II or IV residence, the date from which 
the officer has been continuously in service under the Central Govern- 
ment or State Government including the Period of foreign service 
shall be his priority date for that type. 

Provided further that where the priority date of two or more officers is the 
same, seniority among them shall be determined by the amount of 
emoluments, the officer In receipt of higher emoluments taking prece- 
dence over the officer in receipt of lower emoluments; and where the 
emoluments are equal, by the length of service; 

(h) ‘rent’ means the sum of money payable monthly in accordance with 

provisions of the Fundamental Rules in respect of a residence allotted 
under these rules; 

(i) ‘residence’ means any residence for the time being under the adminis- 

trative control of the Port Health Officer, Kandla; 
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(j) 'subletting' includes sharing of accommodation by an allottee with an- 

other person with or without payment of rent by such other person. 

Explanation, — Any sharing of accommodation by an allottee with close relations 
shall not be deemed to be subletting; 

(k) ‘temporary transfer’ means a transfer which involves an absence for 

a period of not exceeding four months; 

(l) ’transfer’ means a transfer from Kandla to any other place; 

(m) ‘type’ in relation to an officer means the type of residence to which 

he is eligible. 

Allotment to husband and wife. Eligibility in eases of officers who are married 
to each other: S.R. 317iAA.3. 

(1) No officer shall be allotted a residence under these rules If the wife or 

the husband, as the case may be, of the officer has already been 
allotted a residence, unless such residence Is surrendered. 

Provided that this sub-rule shall not apply where the husband and wife 
are residing separately in pursuance of an order of judicial separa- 
tion made by any court. 

(2) Where two officers in occupation of separate residences allotted under 

these rules marry each other, they shall within one month of the mar- 
riage surrender one of the residences. 

(3) If a residence is not surrendered as required by sub-rule (2) the allot- 

ment of the residence of the lower type shall be deemed to have been 
cancelled on the expiry of such period and If the residences are of 
the same type the allotment of such one of them as the Port Health 
Officer may decide, sha’l be deemed to have been cancelled on the 
expiry of such period. 

(4) Where both husband and wife are employed under the Port Health 

Organisation, the title of each of them to allotment of a residence 
under these rules shall be considered Independently. 

Classification of residences. — S.R. 317-AA-4 — Save as otherwise provided by 
Ihsse rules, an officer will be eligible for allotment of a residence of the type 
shown in the table below:—

Application for allotment, — S.R. 317-AA-5 — An officer who seeks allotment of a 

residence or the continuance of allotment of a residence which has been allotted 
to him, may apply as and when applications are invited by the Port Health Officer 
and in such form and manner and by such date as may be prescribed by him. 

Allotment of residence and offers — S.R. 317.-AA-6. — (1) Save as otherwise pro- 
vided in these rules a residence on falling vacant will be allotted by the Port 
Health Officer preferably to an applicant desiring a change of accommodation 
in that type and if not required for that purpose, to an applicant without acco- 
mmodation in that type having the earliest priority date for that type of resi- 
dence subject to the following conditions: — • 

(i) The Port Health Officer shall not allot a residence of a type higher than 
that to which the applicant is eligible; 

(li) The Port Health Officer shall not compel any applicant to accept a 
residence of a lower type than that to which he Is eligible; 

(ill) It \yjll be obl1gato~y on Ills or her part to accept the quarters offered 
for the efficient discharge of his or her duties; 

fiv) Rent, electricity charges, water charges and service charges will be 
deducted Irom the salary of the allottee: 
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(v) Water and electricity charges and services charges shall be paid accord- 
ing to meter reading wherever meter Is Installed. 

(2) The Port Health Officer, on request from an applicant for allotment of a 
lower category residence, may allot to him or her next below type for which the 
applicant is eligible on the basis of his or her priority date for the same, 

(3) Types of quarters will be allotted to staff members according to their 
eligibility In accordance with the decision of the Port Health Officer, Kandla. 
There will be no choice between quarters of the same type. However, staff mem- 
bers may apply for a change, which may be considered by the Port Health Officer, 
Kandla. 

Maintenance of residence, — S.R. 317-AA-7. — The residence and premises shall 

be kept in a neat and tidy condition to the satisfaction of the Port Health Officer, 
Kandla, or Health Officer of the Municipal Committee or Port Trust, Kandla, as 
the case may be. 


Period for retention of residence In bonaflde use. — S.R. 317-AA-8 — The residence 
allotted may be retained on the happening of any of the events specified in column 

1 of the Table below for the period specified in the corresponding entry In column 

2 thereof provided that the residence is required for the bonaflde use of the Officer 
or members of his or her family.

Explanation. — The period permissible on transfer mentioned against items 4, 
6 and 7 shall count fiom the date of relinquishing charge- 

Provision relating to rent. — S.R, 317-AA-9 — (1) On allotment of accommoda- 
tion, the rent shall be charged under fundamental Rule 15-A and the liability for 
rent. 
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shall commence from the date of occupation or the eighth day from the date of 
reclept of the allotment order, whichever Is earlier. 

(2) An officer, who fails to take possession of that accommodation within eight 
days from the date of receipt of the allotment letter, shall be charged rent from 
such date upto e? period of one month or upto the dale of re-allotment of that parti- 
cular accommodation, whichever is earlier. 

Personal liability of the officer for payment of rent and furnishing of surety by 
temporary officers.— S.R. 317-AA-10. — (1) The Officer to whom 9 residence has 
been allotted shall be personally liable for the rent thereof and for any damage 
beyond fair wear and tear caused thereto or to the furniture, fixtures or fittings 
or services provided therein by Government during the period for which the 
residence has been and remains allotted to him, or where the allotment has been 
cancelled under any of the provisions in these rules, until the residence has been 
vacated and full vacant possession thereof has 1 been restored to Government. 

(2) Where Ihe officer to whom a residence has been allotted Is neither a perma- 
nent nor a quasi-permanent Government servant, he shall execute a security bond in 
the form prescribed In this behalf by the Central Government with a surety, who 
shall be a permanent Government servant serving under the Central Government 
for due payment of rent and other charges due from him In respect of such resi- 
dence and services and any other residence provided In lieu, 

(3) If the surety ceases to be In Government service or becomes insolvent or 
withdraws his guarantee or ceases to be available for any other reasons, the officer 
shall furnish a fresh bond executed by another surety within thirty days from the 
date of his acquiring knowledge of such event or fact: and If he fnlls to do so, the 
allotment of the residence to him shall, unless otherwise decided by the Port Health 
Officer be deemed to have been cancelled with effect from the date of that event. 

(4) Surety bonds may be waived at the discretion of the Port Health Officer. 

Subletting and sharing of residences. — S.R. 317-AA-ll, — (1) No officer shall 
share the residence allotted to him or any of the out-houses, garages and stables 
appurtenant thereto except with the prior permission of the Port Health Officer and 
if this is permitted it would be shared only with the employees of the Central Gov- 
ernment. The servant quarters, out-houses, garages and stables may he used only 
for the bonaflde purposes Including residence of the servants of the allottees or for 
such other purposes as may be permitted lb,y the Port Health Officer, Kandla. 

(2) No Officer shall sublet the whole of his residence: 

(3) Any officer who shares or sublets his residence in accordance with sub-rule (1) 
shall do so at his own risk and responsibility and shall remain personally respon- 
sible for any damage caused to the residence or its precincts or grounds or services 
provided therein by Government beyond fair wear and tear. 

(4) If an officer sublets a residence allotted to him or any portion thereof or any 
of the out-houses, garages or stables appurtenant thereto, in contravention of these 
rules, he may, without prejud’ce. to any other action that may be taken against 
him be charged enhanced rent not. exceeding four times the standard rent under 
Fundamental Rule 45-A. The quantum of rent to be recovered and the period for 
which the same may be recovered in each case will be decided by the Port Health 
Officer on merits. In addition the officer may be debarred from sharing the resi- 
dence for a specified period In future as may be decided by the Port Health Officer. 

The Port Health Officer shall be competent to take action under sub-rule 
(4) and also to declare the officer, who commits a breach of the rules and instruc- 
tions issued to him, to be Ineligible for allotment of residential accommodation 
for a period not exceeding three years. 

Overstayal in residence after cancellation of allotment — S.R,. — 317-AA-12. — 

Where, after an allotment has been cancelled or is deemed to b c cancelled under 
any provision contained In these rules, the residence remains or has remained In 
occupation of the officer to_ whom it was allotted or of any/ person claiming through 
him such officer shall be liable to nay damage for use and occupation of the resi- 
dence, services, furniture and garden charges, equal to the market rent as may be 
determined by Government from time to time. 

Provided that an officer, in special cases, m ay be allowed by the Port Health 
Officer to retain a residence on payment of twice the standard rent under Funda- 
mental Rule 45-A, or twice the pooled standard rent under Fundamental Rule 45-A, 
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whichever is higher, for a period not exceeding six months beyond the period per- 
mitted. 

Interpretation of rules — S.R. 317-AA-13. — If any question arises as to the 
interpretation of these rules it shall be decided by the Government.

G-S.R, 512,— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article

aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of persons belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled 
Tribes and other special category of persons in accordance with the orders Issued 
from time to time by the Central Government. 


5. Disqualification, — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mamage witn a person having 

a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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6 Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that Jt 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for reasons to be recorded 
In writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any clause 
or category of persons /posts.
